‘Essentially, that was the message 
that Project Manager Stuart Lesser 
delivered to the Board of Selectmen 
when he attended its meeting on 
October 23. Lesser was present to 
update the board on the progress

“The windows of the building are 
in and glazed,” said Lesser. “In the 
interior, the sheetrock is up on the 
second floor, and the prime paint- 
ing is taking place.” 

Lesser informed the board that by 
the start of November the build- 
ing’s furniture will be ready to be 
set up inside. 

“We've been looking at furniture,” 
assured Lesser, “We're close to 
choosing a package.” 

Lesser also let the Selectmen 
know that a communications pack- 
age for the building was also in the 
process of being selected. 

“We want to do the wiring as the 
building progresses,” said Lesser, 
who added that the currently open 
walls in the place will help in the 
matter, 

Once open, the new Public Safety

Building will be the home of the 
Wilmington Police and Fire 
Departments, whose stations are 
currently located, respectively, on 
Adelaide Street and Church Street. 

It was originally projected that 
the Public Safety Building would be 
completed by mid-November. 
Construction has fallen a little bit 
behind schedule, though, and a 
recent, towering achievement from 
the Public Buildings Department 
has underscored the expectations 
that many town officials have for 
this project. 

In August, the Public Buildings 
Department finished the new 
Middle School on Carter Lane, 
drawing from town officials and 
residents much-deserved praise for 
the building’s impressive structure 
and technological credentials. The 
school was completed in time for 
all 900-plus of its students to begin 
the new academic year there on 
August 29. 

Noting this achievement, 
Selectman James Rooney had one 
question for Lesser. 

“What exactly is the reason for 
the delay?” asked Selectman 
Rooney. “I've heard some of the 
specifics, but I would like to hear 
them from you.”

Blaze under 
investigation 


‘WILMINGTON - A fire raged 
through a vacant home on Salem 
Street early last Saturday morn- 


ing. 

The October 21 blaze began at 
5:25 in the morning at 27 Salem 
Street. The fire broke out on the 
second floor of the vacant two- 
story, two-family home. 

The cause of the incident remains 
under investigation. 

“We're trying to rule out all caus- 
es,” says Deputy Ed Bradbury of 
the Wilmington Fire Department. 
“We're still in the beginning stages 
of the investigation, and it would 
be helpful if anybody who knows 
anything about this fire could come 
“forward.” 

Deputy Bradbury believes that 
the fire started in the front room of 
the second story of the house. 

Says Deputy Bradbury, “The 
room looks like it may have been a 
porch. It was rather nondescript.” 

On Monday, October 23, the State 


Fire Marshall reported to the 
scene of the blaze and inspected 
the house. State Trooper Paul 
Horgan inspected the scene with a 
K-9 who sniffed out any leads and 
clues, 

Since the house had been vacant 
for quite some time, there was very 
little content damage that resulted 
from the fire. According to Deputy 
Bradbury, though, the structural 
damage of the building was “signif- 
icant.” 

Deputy Bradbury and Wilmington 
Inspector Pat King wish to encour- 
age anybody with information 
related to the blaze to call the 
Arson Watch Reward Program at 1- 
800-682-9229. All calls will be treat- 
ed as confidential. If the informa- 
tion given during the call proves 
helpful in resolving the issues sur- 
rounding the blaze, then the caller 
could be paid as high as $5,000. 
State Trooper Paul Zipper will be 
at the other end of the line to take

Town engineer to retire

WILMINGTON - Town Engineer Harold Gillam tends 
to wrap one thing up on a Friday or a Saturday and 
start something new on a Monday. On Friday, 
November 3, Gillam will leave his position as Town 
Engineer for the community of Wilmington. That 
Monday, he will begin a new life in retirement. 

For twelve years, Gillam has handled the engineering 
division of the Wilmington Department of Public 
Works. Some of his responsibilities have included 
reviewing subdivision plans and site plans, as well as 
designing the town’s drainage plans and keeping the 
‘Town Assessor’s maps up to date. 

A native of Tacoma, Washington, Gillam joined the 
United States Navy after he graduated high school. 

“I was out of high school on Friday and enlisted in the 
Navy on Monday,” recalls Gillam. 

After serving two enlistments in the military, Gillam 
began his college career. In 1950 he spent a year at the 
University of New Mexico. A year later, he transferred 
to the University of Washington, where he received a 
Bachelor of Science degree in Civil Engineering in 
1954. 

The second phase of Gillam's college life took place 
while Gillam worked for the Los Angeles County Flood 
Control District in 1954. At night, he took classes at the 
University of Southern California. In three years, he 
acquired his Master’s degree in Civil Engineering. 

In 1957, Gillam once more enlisted in the Navy, where 
he was commissioned with the Civil Engineering Corp. 

“] toured with a construction battalion,” he says. “At 


one point I was stationed in Boston, and that was when 
I met my wife, Margaret.” 

In 1974, Gillam retired from the Navy. A year later he 
joined the engineering firm Metcalf & Eddy in Boston. 
He remained there until 1981. 

The next phase of his career kicked off an eighteen- 
year dedication to municipal service, taking him from 
Amesbury, Massachusetts to right here in Wilmington. 

“Starting in 1982 I became the Town Engineer in 
Amesbury,” begins Gillam: “I knew Dick Brown, who 
was the former Town Manager in Amesbury who at the 
time was acting as a consultant for the DPW here in 
Wilmington.” 

Brown was assisting the Department of Public Works 
in its effort to re-organize itself. It was a process in 
which the engineering department became a division 
of the DPW. 

“In late 1987, Dick asked me if I would like to apply 
for the position of Town Engineer here in Wilmington,” 
says Gillam. “I left Amesbury on a Saturday, and I 
began my new job here in Wilmington on Monday. It 
was January 4, 1988, the first working day of the new 


year. 

Since then, Gillam and his wife have lived just a few 
miles away in Andover. 

Gillam has chosen now to retire because “after you've 
been working for more than fifty years, retirement is 
something worth giving thought to.” 

Does Gillam and his wife have any ideas as to how to 
enjoy his new freedom from the working world?

WILMINGTON - The trial of 
accused sexual offender Michael 
DiNunzio began this week at the 
Middlesex Superior Court in 
Cambridge. 

The selection of a jury began on

According to Assistant District 
Attorney Michael Chinman, who is 
prosecuting the case, DiNunzio 
approached a young Wilmington 
girl on May 31, 1999 as she walked 
through the local Market Basket 
parking lot on her way to her moth- 
er’s car. DiNunzio allegedly tried 
to prevent the girl from entering 
the car while her mother shopped 
inside, At that point, DiNunzio 
allegedly sexually assaulted the 
youth. According to authorities, 
DiNunzio and the victim knew 
each other at the time of the 
alleged attack.

Silver Lake resident Howe responds to Shine 


Dear Editor: 

In November of 1999, the home of 
my great-grandfather in 1908 was 
torn down to make way for a new, 
handicapped accessible home for 
my 80 year old mother and me. We 
moved into a temporary trailer on 
my property 

In December 1999, Mr. Fred 
Shine unexpectedly dropped in to 
visit us for the first time in at least 
40 years. In front of a half-dozen 
witnesses, he told us how great it 
was that we would soon have a 
comfortable new home. 

Surprisingly, given his subse- 
quent claims, he never spoke of 
having measured my new founda- 
tion or of the old house foundation 
that had been 14.5 feet from my 
property line. Infact, it was a pleas- 
ant visit without a hint of the con- 
cerns he now claims he had already 
raised with town officials. 

On April 20, two months after 
our new home was placed on the 
new foundation, my mother called 
my attention to a letter in the Town 
Crier. The letter writer (who, not 
surprisingly, requested anonymity ) 
presented a litany of false, igno- 
rant, irrelevant and misleading 
comments which in sum amounted 
to a threat to delay our getting an 
occupancy permit. As we were to 
move in two weeks later, this was 
very upsetting to both my mother 
and me as we had no indication 
such an assault was coming and no 
way of knowing whether or not 
there was any substance to it 

In response to this broadside 
and for the fifth time, I had my 
surveyor check the placement of 
my foundation and, at the sugges- 
tion of the building inspector, hada

He wrote and pro- 
vided his lawyer’s name, but no 
other information. I heard nothing 
more on this matter until the Octo- 
ber 11 report in the Town Crier. It 
was only when I watched the re- 
broadcast of the Selectmen's Octo- 
ber 10 meeting that I learned the 
name of his alleged surveyor. I 
have now provided this name tomy 
surveyor and I await his findings as 
toany discrepancy in our plot plans. 

As to the statements made by 
Mr. Shine and Ms. Bosma in their 
letters to the editor in the October 
18 Town Crier, I would urge any 
interested party to compare the 
video of the Selectmen’s meeting to 
each of the charges made.

A new issue that was not men- 
tioned in Mr. Shine’s various let- 
ters to the town or his presentation 
to the Board of Selectmen is his 
statement in the October 18 Town 
Crier referring to “threats and In- 
timidation” of other neighbors by 
an off-duty “out of town police of- 
ficer.” The incident, to which Mr. 
Shine inaccurately refers, involved 
a neighbor who was harassing and 
intimidating contractors working 
on my property. Unable to leave 
the temporary trailer, I called upon 
two of my brothers for assistance. 
One brother, who happens to be a 
police detective arrived first andon 
my behalf ordered the neighbor off 
my property. When the neighbor 
continued to make threats and be- 
have in a belligerent manner my 
brother suggested I call Wilmington 
police. The responding officer de- 
livered another copy of a no-tres- 
pass order with instructions to stay 
off my property. The fact is that the 
“other neighbors” with a complaint 
claim that my property is actually 
thirty (30) feet more to the east 
while Mr. Shine complains it is 
three feet more to the west. Mean- 
while, I alone have a certified plot 
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plan in the public record and have 
had one since 1997 that says nfy 
property is correctly positioned. »

Lesser cited a few reasons. Among them: 
Sarlier in the project, the site-clearing pro- 
s got off to a rocky start when the initial con- 
tactor failed to perform sufficiently. Once that 
éontractor was dismissed, a new one was 
brought in and progress resumed. 
‘e The new Middle School had a longer time 
friime in which it was to be built. Nonetheless, 
the project on Carter Lane was fueled with some 
tirgency in that the goal was to get the students 
Into the new school in time for the 2000-2001 aca- 
demic year. 

* The project has a smaller staff than would 

be’ ideal. An understaffed construction crew 
makes it difficult to pick up on lost time with the 
$hedule. 
“the market is heated,” explained Lesser. “It's 
very difficult to find people to hire, Actually, it's 
the same sort of thing as trying to get an elec- 
trician to come to my house.” 


Rooney appreciated Lesser's explanation. 

“I think it should be expected to have a few set- 
backs, given how intricate this project is,” he 
said. 

Selectman Michael McCoy commented to 
Lesser that the building “looks nice.” Out of 
curiosity, Selectman McCoy asked about the 
thinking behind the building's design. 

“How come the building isn’t brick from left to 
right?” he asked, referring to the colored part 
that interrupts the patterns of bricks. 

Lesser responded that the building's architect, 
the firm Donham & Sweeney in Boston, felt that 
such a design would help break up the building 
into smaller components. 

“The building is a large presence on Church 
Street,” Lesser added. “This design breaks up 
the scale of a very nice building.” 

Lesser told the board that the building's com- 
munications systems and other operations will 
undergo a period of thorough testing before the 
project is finished. 


Selectman Robert Cain asked Lesser if one of 
the departments will be able to move into the 
new building before the other. Lesser responded 
that it depends on the schedules of both the 
police and the fire departments. 

“We'll coordinate with them,” said Lesser. 
“Representatives from both departments have 
been to all of our meetings, so they know where 
we are with things. They're a part of our week 
ly communication.” 

And, finally, there was the main question, 
asked by Selectman Dan Wandell: When will the 
new Public Safety Building be open? 

Lesser answered that the current completion 
date has been set between the end of December 
and the start of the new year. 

“Things are progressing, as you know, not as 
quickly as we'd like,” Lesser confided early in 
the discussion. “It is important that we get good 
quality. We don’t want to sacrifice anything, so 
we're going to continue to push forward.”

Changes made to landfill plan

"WILMINGTON - The Conserva-

sj MAPLE MEADOW LANDFILL. 
(The site cleanup continues. Sev- 
gnal issues of concern were dis- 
cussed at length and several small 
ghanges were made to the plan. 
ij One issue is the determination of 
river front zone versus the bor- 
ing vegetated wetlands in a par- 
ticular area of the site. There is an 
;prea of the property where Maple 
Meadow Brook widens and spreads, 
which is causing some confusion 
ing the determination ofriver 
‘front zone there. 

“There is a low flow condition 
through there,” said Daniel Duffy, 
the engineer for the project. “We 
went and looked at the areas of the 
Site up and down the gradient. There 

4"no well-defined [brook] chan- 


“nel.” 

_ Duffy indicated that there was 
JO difference in flood plane eleva- 
in in that area and that it would be 
‘defined as bordering vegetated 

wetlands. 


“We have not identified the area 
as ariver front resource area,” said 
Barry Fogel, who is attorney for 
the applicant. “It is now all shown 
as bordering vegetative wetlands 


(instead of] river front.” He added 
that he could not call all bordering 
vegetative wetlands as river front 
area. 

“We have to be careful about 
what we [mark] out as river front,” 
Mr. Fogel said. “We can’t call 
bordering vegetative wetlandsriver 
front.” 

Mr. Fogel said that they'd have 
to add another 200 feet to the [plan]. 

“You will be altering river front 
area,” said John Keeley, Assistant 
Director of Planning and Conser- 
vation, “It would be a good idea to 
be fairly generous. My concern is 
to [have it] shown on the plans.” 

National Heritage has not re- 
turned its decision regarding en- 
dangered species, although a form 
was filed on September 2ist. 

Astorm water drain will have to 
be moved further away from a 
neighbor’s property. It will be lo- 
cated closer to the wetlands and at 
a minimum of twenty feet from the 
property line. 

The site is within Zone II of the 
town’s wells. It must comply with 
parts of Standard Number 6 of the 
state’s Stormwater Management 
policy. One of the conditions that 
must be met is to incorporate a 
design that “allows for shut-down 
and containment in the event of an 
emergency spill, release or other 
unexpected contamination event.” 


That condition has been met with 
the design of a gate valve within 
tho discharge nina fram each entoh 
basin to control and shut down flow. 

Mr. Fogel said that they have 
identified areas of metal during 
their investigation in Phase 1 of the 
plan. Metal drums have been found 
in an area of the landfill. Their 
contents have been tested. Mr. 
Fogel indicated that the contents of 
the drums were determined to be of 
no immediate threat. In addition, 
he said that test pits have been dug 
for continual monitoring of the 
groundwater. 

Mr. Keeley suggested that the 
public hearing remain open until 
the riverfront and National Heri- 
tage issues have been resolved. 

WILDWOOD STREET. The fi- 
nal plan for the installation of side- 
walks along Wildwood and Parker 
Streets and Kelly Road was submit- 
ted to the Conservation Commis- 
sion. Replication of the surround- 
ing area wetlands includes 3,553 
square feet along Wildwood Street, 
1,032 along Parker Street, and 550 
square feet along Kelly Road. Wild- 
wood Street has been designed to 
allow the water runoff to follow the 
sidewalk curb into the culvert. The 
hearing was closed. The Town of 
Wilmington hopes to begin construc- 
tion soon. 

462/4 MIDDLESEX AVE. The 


property owners have applied for 
an Abbreviated Notice of Resource 
Area Delineation with the Carsor 
vation Commission. The site is 
approximately 12 acres and for- 
merly housed Coombs Furniture 
Middlesex Avenue borders it on the 
east and Lubbers Brook on the 
southwest. Although there are no 
plans for the property to be devel- 
oped, there is the potential for a 
small subdivision. 

The commission decided to have 
a site visit and continued the hear- 
ing until their November meeting. 

OLIN UPDATE. Drums and 
drum fragments continue to be un- 
earthed in the area of the west ditch 
wetland system. Removal of the 
weir and sediment from the west 
ditch is complete. Sediment was 
alsoremoved from the Central Pond 
and southern portion of the south 
ditch. 

Winter stabilization includes sta- 
bilizing exposed soil areas and con- 
trolling the runoff. They plan to 
complete the sediment removal 
from the wetland areas in a few 
weeks. The west ditch and some 
portions of the south ditch will be 
filled to finish grade. Stockpiled 
material is well protected and ero- 
sion controls remain intact

WILMINGTON - Do you like a 
good mystery? 

I love the mystery genre,” said 
Kate Flora, author of the Thea 
Kozak mystery series, speaking to 
a group at the Wilmington Public 
Library recently 

Flora was joined by two fellow 
members of New England Sisters 
in Crime, the local chapter of an 
international organization of mys- 
tery writers, readers, booksellers, 
and librarians, founded in 1987 to 
raise awareness and promote the 
idvancement of female authors 
That the group does not discrimi 
nate against male authors was il 
lustrated by Flora’s being joined by 
Jamie Katz, author of the Dan 
Kardon series and chief of the pub 
lic charities division in the Attor- 
ney General's office 

With them also was first-time 
author Hallie Ephron, author of 
Amnesia. Flora brought them to- 
gether fora panel discussion called 
Sisters in Crime: Stealing from the 
Dead,” a program exploring the 
mysteries of how authors’get and 
develop story ideas 

‘It's fascinating how you get 
ideas for a story,” Flora said 
“They're everywhere once youopen 
your eyes to it.” 

One part of developing a story is 
creating characters 

“I never use real people,” Flora 
said, though admitting she once 
used a person’s physical descrip- 

| tion. In creating her protagonist, 
Flora said, she wrote down the 
characteristics she wanted her to 
have, including a flexible schedule 
and the ability to go to different 


places. The character she devel- 
oped is a consultant to private 
schools. She is able to talk to a 
friend, who actually is an educa- 
tional consultant, for information. 

Ephron said that she has a col- 
laborator, a forensic psychologist 

“We talk and argue,” she said. 
“That's where the plot and research 
come from.” 

Her protagonist, Peter Zak, is, 
in fact, based on her collaborator 

But the mystery woman in her 
novel, Amnesia, is, she says, “genu- 
inely fictional.” 

“Where does she come from?” 
she asked and answered, “Lhave no 
idea.” 

But then she said that when she 
began to invent the physical char- 
acteristics of a woman recovering 
from a gunshot wound and result- 
ant amnesia, she said, she started 
building the character. “She grew 
out of the trauma itself.” 

Katz said that only one of his 
characters was based on a real 
person, a man with cerebral palsy. 
However, he quipped, “I do tell 
people I have powers very few law 
enforcement officers have-ifI don't 
like them, I can kill them off in my 
next book 

He explained that a character 
from his second novel, A Summer 
for Dying, a blues harmonica 
player, had actually been cut out of 
his first book, Dead Low Tide. The 
original character, in fact, “ended 
up morphing into two gu 

A big part of mystery writing is 
research. Katz said that, having 
been an environmental attorney, 
for environmental topics, he knew 
some and did some research, gath- 
ering whatever information he

came across. For his second book, 
for example, he did research about 
an endangered species of turtle. 

“People are absolutely fabulous 
about telling you what you want to 
know,” said Flora. Further she said, 
“Converse with us at a party at your 
peril. Anything is grist for the mill.” 

Another part of developing an 
idea into a book that the panel 
discussed is outlining or plotting 
out the story. Ephron said that she 
can do just so much planning but 
then will get stuck at page 100. She 
said she did not believe an author 
could follow an outline absolutely. 
Sometimes a book will not write, 
Flora said, because it wants to goin 
a different direction than the au- 
thor originally planned. 

Katz said that he started with 
outlines. In fact, he revealed that it 
was while sitting at a Town Meet- 
ing that he started outlining a mys- 
tery. 

“Then things just happened when 
I started writing,” he said. 

For his second novel, he said he 
had an outline but threw it away 

“L always have a beginning and 
an end, and I have to make them 

cohere,” he said 

Each book may have its own 
timetable and flow, its own “run- 
away characters,” to use Flora’s 
term. 

Each author may have a differ- 
ent writing schedule. While Ephron 
works in the morning, Katz has to 
find time after work, usually late at 
night. 

“If you decide that writing is 
important,” Katz said, “you create 
the time.” 

Flora, who said she spent 10 
years in the unpublished writers’

corner, said “a writer has to be a 
support for herself. You have to 
believe to get it done.“ 

Not only can acceptance be long 
and hard in coming, the fieldcanbe 
disrespected. 

“From the moment I started 
writing mysteries,” Flora said, 
“people would ask, ‘When are you 
going to write a real book?’” 

“We write the books we want to 
write,” Katz said, noting that it is 
others, not the writers, who com- 
partmentalize their books, calling 
them whodunits, thrillers, private- 
eye books, or whatever. He said 
that a couple of reviews had called 
his second book a legal thriller. 

“It’s not a legal thriller,” 
said 

Each of these authors is still 
writing. Ephron is completing a 
second novel, Addiction. After five 
Thea Kozak stories and a novel 
called Steal Away published under 
the name Katherine Clark, Flora i is 
writing a romance novel.

When the organization was 
formed, Flora said, there was a 
perception that women writers, 
though growing in numbers, were 
not getting “their fair share of the 
pot.” 

Monitoring newspapers reviews, 
confirmed this. Things have since. 
changed, however. 

“Now,” said Flora, “the percep- 
tion is that women write all ‘the 
mysteries.”

For just the second time in the 
past 12 years, the Wilmington High 
boys’ basketball program has a 
player who'll continue his hoop play 
in college without paying a single 
penny 

Senior Eric Swiezynski recently 
signed with St. Michael's College of 
Colchester, Vermont ona full schol- 
arship. St. Michael's is a Division 2 
school that plays in the Northeast- 
10 Conference along with teams 
like Bentley, Merrimack, Assump- 
tion, Stonehill, ete. 

Swiezynski is the first player 
under head coach Jim McCune to 
receive a full scholarship. MeCune 
has coached the team since 1990 
and in his ten years former players 
Greg Cardello (Salem State) and 
Dennis Ingram (currently playing 
at Framingham State) continued 
playing for Division 3 Schools. "ie 
last player to received a full schol- 
arship was Mike Lombard — who 
chalked up over 1,000 points in his 
career as a center under former 
coach Dave Orndorff—who went on 
for a very impressive career at 
Dartmouth University where he 
served as team captain his senior 
year.

Swiezynski averaged 21.5 points 
per game last season as a versatile 
player switching between guard and 
forward. He has tremendous skills, 
dribbling, penetrating and very 
good moves down low in the post. 
He can certainly shoot, and is a 
very good perimeter player. And 
for him this is a chance of a life- 
time, especially getting it done be- 
fore his senior season begins 

"I'm really psyched," he said. "It 
was getting pretty hectic. A lot of 
schools were calling every night 


and it really took a lot of time away 
from my school work. It was hectic 
- I was really stressing out 

"St. Michael's is really good 
school both academically and ath- 
letically. It's a beautiful school. I 
wanted to [make the decision] early 
so I could just relax and play bail 
(my senior year] - it's the best 
decision I've made in my life." 

Swiezynskisaid other D-2schools 
such as Bentley and Stonehill, as 
well as D-3 Schools like Tufts and 
Williams made strong pushes to get 
him, but he wanted St. Michael's 
from the get-go. 

"I went up there for a weekend in 
early October," he said. "I stayed 
there and I really liked it. I liked 
their coach and the players. I just 


think it was a good fit for me. 

"{St. Michael's] is rated one of 
the top liberal art schools in all of 
Northeast. And academics is very 
important to me. It's a very good 
school and I'm really excited." 

McCune was also ecstatic for 
Swiezynski. 

"I'm really, really happy for 
Eric,"said McCune. "This isa great 
situation for him. It's not easy to 
get a full scholarship. There's hun- 
dreds and hundreds and hundreds 
of kids across this country who are 
just like Eric and who do what Eric 
has done for us the last three years. 
Less than one percent of [high 
school basketball players] get a full 
scholarship. It's a very difficult 
thing to accomplish. That's a trib- 
ute to him. 

"Eric has the ability to play, but 
he also is a great student. And you 
don't get a full scholarship by being 
a basketball player - you have to be 
a student as well. I'm just really, 
really happy for him. He has dedi- 


cated himself over the years so he 
could get a scholarship." 

Both Swiezynski and McCune 
think the basketball program is a 
perfect fit for his style of play. 

"Besides the big [center] every- 
one in that league is versatile and 
very good - they don't have one 
position. And I think that's where I 
fit in because I'm pretty versatile. 
All of those guys can shoot and 
dribble - I think I'll fit in perfectly 
because I can post up, hit the three- 
pointer and the jump shot." 

McCune said, "It's a good school 
in a good conference. Eric felt very 
comfortable when he went up there 
He likes the coach, the players and 
their style is a lot like ours - they 
press.and they run. They will utilize

Five years ago Wilmington na 
tive Kay Wilson signed his son Ryan 
up for karate lessons A year late! 
Ryan was doing something 
while, Dad took his place. Dad hasn't 
left to do anything else since. In 
fact he needs one more belt to have 
a professional black belt in his pos 
session 

Wilson was one of the hundreds 
of people gathered together on Sat 
urday at the 10th annual Academy 
of Traditional Karate Tournament 
held at Wilmington High School. He 
only performed in one event, Kuta 
(forms) because he is nursing his 
knee back to health after ortho: 
scopic surgery (not from the sport) 
But ever since he stood and watched 
his son perform some five years 
ago, he knew the sport could do 
wonders for his life 

"A lot of times things don't go 
right in your day,” said Wilson, 43, 
who works for the Town of Wilm 
ington in the computer systems 
department. "Whatever stress you 
have - any problems you have take 
a back seat [when you go to the 
academy}. Life becomes very dif 
ferent." 

Wilson isn't the most physical fit 
person, and he admits it. He's a big 
guy. And when he saw the physical 
aspect of the sport, he wasn't sure 
if he could get through it 

"When I saw all of those jumping 
Jacks and sit -ups ... I was like 'how 
am I ever going to get through 


this'” There's times when I thought 
that I couldn't get through another 
lesson. But I know I'm not unique 
when I think thought that - every: 
one in this room has had those 
thoughts. Somewhere in the middle 
you see an end point which gets 
your energy back." 

Wilson laughed and said that 
being big sometimes hurts him on 
his balance, but besides that it hasn't 
hurt him as he's one belt away from 
being a full black belt 
sometimes - the issue 
ce," he said. "You have to 
stay within yourself and sometimes 
that's hard. For me when I don't 
compare myself, my body size to 
other people or when I don't com- 
pare my skill level to other people 
than I'm OK. When I do that it gets 
hard, But you have to realize that 
you are in it for your own reasons. 

"When I stay in my own mid sent 
Ido pretty well.

On Saturday morning, hundreds 
of children and adults were seen on 
the hardwood floors of the Wilm 
ington High gymnasium. No, it 
wasn't a father-son basketball 
game, rather it was the 10th annual 
Academy of Traditional Karate 
Tournament 

The Academy of Traditional 
Karate TK) of Wilmington is 
owned by Tewksbury natives Todd 
and Kristen Keane. They have al 
most 250 members in its various 
amount of classes, and Saturday 
was one of two tournaments held 
during a year, with the other being 
in Londonderry, New Hampshire, 
at their sister's academy, the House 
of Samurai during spring 

This tournament not only helps 
younger kids earn respect and con 
fidence, but it also helped several 
black belts to earn points to tryout 
for the 2004 United States Olympic 
Karate Team 

The floors were packed with all 
kinds of children and adults show- 
ing off their moves, while having a 
lot of fun doing so. Many locals took 
part in the three different competi- 
tions: Kuta (forms), Cumute (spar- 
ring) and Kobudo (weapons). Each 
participant had to get up in front of 
the jammed packed gym and per- 
form, receiving scores and points 
in each category. ATK is a very 
traditional karate school following 
schools and their style right from 
Okinawa. 

"We are a very traditional acad- 
emy," said Todd Keane. "It's very 
authentic Japanese Karate. We use 
their standards - the red, white and 
blue uniforms and a lot of their 
styles [of the sport]. People like 
that, the traditional style because a 
lot of other academies don't offer 


that." 

Keane said his academy offers a 
lot for people, especially beginners 

"It's a real sense of achieve- 
ment," he said, referring to self 
discipline, self confidence, learn- 
ing self defense, and keeping in 
shape, both mentally and physi- 
cally. "People are working for 
things. It's a lot of concentration.” 

Keane started up the company 


in 1989. He started karate on his 
own in 1979, took a few years off and 
then got back into it in 1983. He went 
to college and got a bachelor's de- 
gree in computers and has been 
working for Hewlett Packard be- 
fore going full-time with the acad- 
emy. 

There's not a person who was at 
the tournament, who feels that the 
academy has short changed them 

"It's a great prog ." said 
Wilmington native Martin Healy, 
who has three boys in the program, 
Terence, 8, Brenden, 6, and Brian, 
4. "It inspires a lot of confidence in 
the kids. I've noticed that since 
we've been going to the academy, 
it's a great progression for school 
work. It's very helpful for the kids 
self esteem. I can't even tell you 
what it's done for their confidence." 

For the Healy family, each of 
their three children go twice a week, 
not to mention they play soccer as 
well. But karate is a lot different 
than the other sports according to 
Healy 

"It's a lot of individual achieve 
ments," he said. "You learn a lot of 
positive values - respect, the ability 
to work with peers and it teaches 
you to put values on other activi- 
ties." 

All three of Martin's boys had 
medals around their necks. Terence 
and Brenden both earna gold medal 
in the sparring category, while,

As for the medals/belts, they 
range in all different levels. In the 
beginners levels, white, orange and 
gold belts are achieved based on 
hard work, attendance and a test, 
where the individual gets in front of 
a crowd and performs his/her style 
of karate 

Next comes the intermediate 
level. There the purple, purple with 
green stripes and green belts can 
be achieved by the same methods 
After that comes the advanced lev- 
els which are blue, brown, brown 
with a stripe and brown with two 
stripes. After that comes eight dif- 
ferent levels of a black belt. Former 
Wilmington native Mike McIntyre, 
now of Reading, is a black belt at 
just 13 years old. He started in the

Rams battle ends Es 


dramatically in overtime 


For 36 minutes of Saturday's 
game, Shawsheen led 12-6 over 
Georgetown in a relatively quiet 
offensive game for both teams. 

But in the last four minutes and 
then the overtime period, it was all 
offense, and all heart in your throat 
kind of football play as the Rams 
lost their first game of the season, 
28-26, in dramatic fashion to fall to 
6-1 on the season 

Shawsheen was without their 
punter/place kicker Charlie Ward 
who was injured. And their punting 
game, and punt return defense 
wasn't as effective as it had been in 
the team's previous six games. 

Ahead 12-6 with four minutes to 
go in the game and the ball on their 
own 40 yard line, Shawsheen coach 
Al Costabile took a big chance call 
ing for a fake punt play, figuring if 
it worked Shawsheen could all but 
run out the clock if they got another 
first down and the game was over. 
The second reason was the 
Georgetown punt returner brought 
the ball back 15 yards every time, 
while the punts were averaging 
about 20 yards. 

The fake punt was stopped short 
Georgetown took over on downs 
and scored on a 12-yard run by Som 
Edwards to tie the game at 1: 12. 
The conversion rush by Brad Dick 
was good and Georgetown led 14-12 
with four minutes left 

On Shawsheen's ensuing drive. 
Quarterback Derek McLaren went 
back to pass, but the ball was 
knocked out of his hands. Defen- 
sive star Ryan Atherton scooped up 
the ball at the 35 yard line and ran 
it in for a touchdown and before 
Costabile or anyone could blink, 
the Rams saw 14 points go up on the 
board in a matter of two minutes. 


With the score 20-12 in favor 
Georgetown, McLaren now had to 
perfect the two-minute drill. After 
a short run by Mike Stubbs, 
McLaren tossed an absolute gor- 
geous pass down the sidelines in the 
direction of Jim Dickinson. The 
pass was easily in the air for 45 
yards, if not more, and Dickinson 
was able to get a step on the defen- 
sive back, catch the ball in stride, 
keep his feet in bounds and score 
making it 20-18. 

“We told Derek te throw a high 
fade pass to the back of the end zone 
to Dickinson," said Costabile 
“Dickinson had some height advan- 
tage and we told him that he would 
have to jump for the ball. Derek did 
just that - he put a high pass to the 
back of the end zone and Jimmy got 
upreally high, caught in and barely 
kept his feet in bounds to tie it at 20- 
20. It was two great plays by Derek 
and Jimmy all around." 

Shawsheen would _ stop 
Georgetown in the last minute, fore- 
ing an overtime period. Both teams 
would get the ball on the opponents’ 
10 yard line with four plays to score 
or to be stopped. The Massachu- 
setts Interscholastic Athletic Asso- 
ciation added a new rule where if a 
team scores in overtime, they can't 
kick for the conversion, they must 
try for the two-point conversion, 
whether it be a rush or pass. 

Georgetown went first and Dick 
scored on a 10-yard rush on second 
down. He then rushed in the con- 
version to make it 28-20 

Shawsheen followed and Mare 
Bourdon carried the ball twice fora 
combined seven yard gain, before 
Stubbs took it in the end zone for a 
3-yard touchdown run making it 28- 
26. . 

"We knew that [Georgetown] 


would be concentrating on 
Dickinson, so when you have James 
Fallica you know that you have 
another great weapon," said 
Costabile. "Fallica had great le- 
verage on their defensive player 
and as the ball came in it got tipped 
to change the trajectory of the ball. 
That enabled another defensive 
player to come up and make a 
sensational play, swatting the ball 
down in front so Fallica couldn't 
get." 

Costabile said although the team 
lost, it was an all-time classic of a 
game. 

"This was one of the better games 
I've ever been associated with," he 
said. "It was a clean, hard fought 
game which came down to the final 
play.

4 game winning streak 
Red continue domination

Break out the clichés — do or 
die, backs up against the wall, 
make or break, crunch time. Any 
way you want to say it, the Tewks- 
bury football team has to perform 
if it has any hope of taking home 
the Merrimack Valley Conference 
championship.

This has to be disconcerting 
news to Central Catholic, the MVC 
co-leader with Chelmsford, who 
hosts the surging Redmen this Fri- 
day night (Lawrence Stadium, 7:00 
pm) 

Haverhill coach Ken Sciacia 
learned the hard way that Tewks- 
bury is starting to fulfill its pre- 
season promise, while his team is 
headed in the other direction 
“They're a good football team and 
we’re not,” he said of his 2-5 squad 
(1-3 in the MVC) 

Disappointment for the Hillies 
came early as senior wideout Jay 
Wagstaff took the opening kickoff 
81 yards for a score. Tewksbury 
coach Brian Aylward had installed 
a trick return play to keep oppos- 
ing coaches on their toes. When 
Wagstaff received the ball, he ran 
into a huddle with some of his 
teammates. The players sprinted 
indifferent directions, but Wagstaff 


kept the ball, broke to the side- 
lines, and outran the shocked de- 
fenders. 

Haverhill tried to hang in the 
game, but they could not muster 
any kind of offensive push. As a 
result, they fell victim to a number 
of big plays. After a Haverhill punt 
midway through the first quarter, 
Tewksbury took over at midfield 
Senior quarterback Ryan Davoren 
(9-of-12, 80 yards) hit Wagstaff (3 
catches, 46 yards) with a 35-yard 
strike that had the Redmen knock- 
ing on the door. Senior tailback 
Ryan Carlson (7 carries, 52 yards, 
2 TDs) rambled six yards for the 
score moments later. 

Aylward was pleased with 
how his team went right at 
Haverhill. “They’re a focused group 
of kids,” he said. “They understand 
what it is we’re trying to do. They 
support each other, and they’re a 
good group of kids to be around.” 

Still only down two touch- 
downs early in the second quarter, 
Haverhill had hope but could not 
answer. Their best weapon, junior 
tailback/quarterback Jeff Molesso, 
was harassed all day by a relent- 
less Redmen defense. He finished 
with a meager 19 yards on 14 car- 
Ties. 

The linebacking corps could 
take most of the responsibility for 
that. Led by seniors Steve Bagley, 
Carlson, and Erik Nickerson, the 
group allowed very little running 
room between the tackles and re- 
lentlessly pursued ball carriers 
from side to side. 

Getting the ball back often, 
Tewksbury’s offense did its part.

McLaren airs it out

When you looked at the 
Shawsheen football program be- 
fore its first game against Arling- 
ton Catholic, you might not have 
heard of McLaren.

Wilson Horsley, M.D., who 
specializes in cataract and 
refractive surgery at the 
Horsley Eye Clinic in Stoneham, 
recently traveled to Tijuana, 
Mexico, to attend a training pro- 
gram for the STAAR 
Implantable Contact Lens (ICL). 
The ICL refractive. 
implantable lens that is 
designed to correct moderate to 
high degrees of nearsightedness 
and farsightedness in a single 
surgical procedure. Ophthalmic

~ To pull nails too small for 
the claw of your hammer to 
grip, create a miniature nail- 
puller by filing a V-shaped 
notch into one claw tip. A 
triangular-shape needle file 
will do the job nicely. 

~ A good-quality hammer 
will perform well for years. 
But with use — and abuse — its 
face will become nicked and 
gouged. When that happens, 
you can restore the hammer’s 
face by lightly filing it smooth.

Still shiny as a 
new penny in 


Wilmington 

“The new Middle School on 
Carter Lane has been called 
everything from ‘beautiful’ and 
‘tremendous’ to ‘extraordinary’ 
and ‘awesome,’” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“On Tuesday, August 29, it 
was also called something else, 
for the first time: ‘Open.’ 

“The buses pulled up to the 
curb and the front doors of the 
new Wilmington Middle School 
swung open on Tuesday, wel- 
coming into its hallways and 
classrooms the first generation 
of sixth, seventh, and eighth 
graders to fill its lockers, dine in 
its cafeteria, and study at its 
library. 

“Everything went very well; 
says Middle School Principal 
Suzanne Garfield, just moments 
after the first day concluded. 
‘We were very pleased with the 
cooperation of the students. 
They seemed pleasantly sur- 
prised by their new building.’ 

“The new Middle School, as 
well as the other schools 
throughout the community, was 
certainly ready for them. 

“At the School Committee 
meeting, Adrhinistration and 
Finance Director Kevin 
Mahoney informed the commit- 
tee members that all schools 
were in ‘excellent shape’ 

“The Public Buildings 
Department did an outstanding 
job, praised Mahoney, who 
noted that lots of furniture and 
materials needed to be trans- 
ferred from school to school to 
adjust to the presence of the 
new Middle School. 

“Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine O’Donnell agreed. 

“T really can’t say enough 
how excellent the support has 
been for the custodial staff, said 
Superintendent O’Donnell. In 
terms of preparing the new 
Middle School and the other 
schools for readiness, she added, 
‘They've done an extraordinary 
amount of work, and they did it 
ahead of schedule’ 

“Approximately 80 teachers 
met at the Middle School with 
Garfield and Curriculum 
Director Dr. Lore Nielsen. The 
purpose of such a gathering was 
to provide the faculty with their 
very first tour of the building 
and to discuss the new school’s 
numerous procedures and poli- 
cies. 

“We showed each teacher 
where their new classroom will 
be’ Dr. Nielsen told the School 
Committee. ‘They were happy to 
see their boxes there already, 
waiting for them’ 

“A major emphasis placed on 
the three-day workshop entailed 
team-building between teachers 
from the North and West 
Intermediate Schools, the two 
locations that were combined 
this summer into one population 
at the new school. 

“Said Dr. Nielsen, ‘I am very 
happy to tell you that we didn’t 
see a North faction and a West 
faction. We saw a new 
Wilmington Middle School.’ 

“According to Dr. Nielsen, the 
teachers from the two 
Intermediate Schools are not the 
only ones who are in the new 
classrooms. The Middle School 
is also the new home to two ele- 
mentary school teachers, who 
have been transferred from 
within the system, as well as 


four high school teachers and 
twelve recently hired ones. 

“During this workshop, we 
saw many veteran teachers 
reaching out to the new ones,’ 
said Dr. Nielsen. 

“One segment of the work- 
shop outlined Principal 
Garfield’s prime curriculum 
goal, which is her literacy plan. 

“The teachers responded 
well to that, said Dr. Nielsen. 
‘There are a lot of challenges 
ahead, and this Middle School is 
ready to meet them...” 


Proud enough to 
beat the band in 
Wakefield 


“According to a recent study 
of the dropout rate in the 
Middlesex League and surround- 
ing areas, Wakefield is tied for 
the lowest,” notes the Wakefield 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The plan has been a 
tremendous success,’ said 
Superintendent Terrance 
Holmes about a comprehensive 
plan developed by the School 
Committee to lower the dropout 
rate. ‘We began to see results 
immediately’ 

“For the 1998-99 academic 
year, Wakefield had 0.3 percent 
or three students out of 958 stu- 
dents, withdraw from high 
school. The percentage of 
dropout rates for other commu- 
nities the same year are as fol- 
lows: Belmont, 0.5; Burlington, 
1.0; Lexington, 0.8; Lynnfield, 
1.3; Melrose, 0.6; North Reading, 
1.3; Reading, 1.2; Saugus, 2.9; 
Stoneham, 1.4; Watertown, 3.0; 
Wilmington, 0.3; Winchester, 0.6 
and Woburn, 3.5. 

“Holmes stated that as 
recently as four years ago, the 
dropout rate was as high as 3.2 
percent. 

“According to the 
Superintendent, that is when the 
School Committee decided to 
take action. It designed a com- 
prehensive plan that targeted 


potential dropouts as early as 
elementary school. 

“Tt was a multiple-task type 
of attack, said Holmes. ‘The 
plan was not only for high 
school students but also to iden- 
tify students having trouble 
reading in late elementary 
school’ 


“Other courses such as busi- 
ness and art, were offered to try 
and keep students interest. 
Since drugs and alcohol are 
reaching students younger and 
younger, which contributes to 
high dropout rates, mandatory 
health courses were instituted. 

“Holmes said that extra read- 
ing positions were added along 
with additional counseling. 

“Parents getting more 
involved with their children’s 
student life was also very impor- 
tant, said Holmes. 

“Holmes credited the School 
Committee, the teachers and 
everyone involved for the 
decrease.” 


Almost in the 
black in North 
Reading 


“A proposal to charge user 
fees to groups using school 
buildings has been put on hold 
until next year,” notes the 
“North Reading Transcript.” 

“The School Committee had 
considered instituting user fees 
during the upcoming school 
year to recoup some of the costs 
it incurs by opening its facilities 
to outside groups. 

“The fee proposed had been 
$15 per person for groups con- 
tracting to use school building 
space for six weeks or longer for 
a specific activity. 


“Under the original proposal, 
the fees would have gone into 
effect in September, but the 
committee decided to delay 
implementation in order to give 
the affected groups sufficient 
notice. 


“Business Manager Carl 
Nelson told the committee 
recently that most would be sur- 
prised to learn that the School 
Department issued over 2,000 


individual permits for use of 
school buildings during the past 
school year. 


“The proposed user fee came 
as a result of a recent study on 
the outside use of school facili- 
ties, he added. 


“The $15 per person fee would 
most significantly impact two 
major uses of school space - St. 
Theresa’s Catholic Church and 
the Recreation Department.
